Plans All But 
Abandoned 


LITTLE ROCK lAPi- State 


.Education Commissioner A. W. 
Ford says more urgent prob- 
lems will probably keep edu- 
cators too busy to launch a new 
.drive immediately f o r school 
^consolidation. 


Ford said the more pressing 


: problems arc concern over new, 
/tougher 
federal desegregation 


guidelines and the natural in- 
terest of seeking higher teach- 
er salaries. 
- Ford said Saturday that the 
recent Arkansas Education As- 
socaition consolidation proposal 
probably failed because of con- 
cern over desegregation. 


"Many large districts with 


only a few Negroes would have 
had to absorb smaller districts 
with a higher concentration of 
Neeroes." Ford said. 


"This caused some to oppoe 


the propocpl who would normal- 
ly have supported it," he said. 


The commissioner questioned 


for a citizens' group to launch 
a consolidation drive at this 
time. 


"It would require a sienifirRnt 


selling j o b to put the idea 
across," Ford said. "And it 
might split education forces at 
a time when they need to be 
united." 


The commissioner 
said he 


was not opposing consolidation 
but that this was not the time 
for an aggressive move. 


The AEA had proposed sup- 


porting an initiated act which 
would have forced consolidation 
of all schools with fewer than 
400 students. 


By the time an AEA council 


finished work on the proposal, 
it had been amended to force 
consolidation of disrticts with 
fewer than 2,000 students. 


The amendment v i r t u a l l y 


killed the proposal. 


Ford said the amendment 


made the proposal neither przc- 
tical nor worthy of considera- 
tion. 


Ford said $35 million in fed- 


eral funds is involved in the de- 
segregation problem and that 20 
per cent of the operating budg- 
ets of school districts comes 
from federal funds. 


Ford said he was not satis- 


fied with the new desegregation 
guidelines but that school dis- 
tricts had no choice but to com- 
: ply or lose funds. 


The commissioner said that if 


educators get into a squabble 
over consolidation the political 


" strength of education forces will 


be weakened. 


"A significant division in 1967 


will damage the schools' chanc- 
es of getting the significant in- 
crease in tax revenues that we 
expect," Ford said.

The company presently is dev-

a 14,000-acre 


tract in the Ozark hills of Ben- 
ton County. 


Basore is a graduate of the 


University of Arkansas and is 
active in Democratic party activ- 
ities. He is a kinsman of the 
late Pat Neff, who taught school 
in South Arkansas and was lat- 
er governor of Texas and presi-

Tardy Tax Returns 


Early one April, leaving home 


on an extended business trip, a 
man handed his wife their income 
tax returns. 


"Remember to mail these before 


the 15th." he said. 
- 
-•'•• - " 


She did remember—two months 


later. When the government added 
a penalty for tardiness, the man 
protested that it had been "just an 
innocent mistake." But in a court 
test, the penalty was upheld. The 
court said tax returns are too im- 
portant a duty to be so lightly 
overlooked. 


There is good reason for the 


annual scramble by taxpayers to 
get their returns in before 
the 


deadline. The penalty can be stiff 
—5 percent per month, up to 25 
percent of the total tax. 


To be sure, some excuses are 


good enough to ward off a pen- 
alty. You will be forgiven if your 
tardiness was due to what the law 
calls "reasonable cause." 


In one case, the tax collector 


had no record of having received 
a man's return at all. Yet, evi- 
dence proved that 
it had been 


deposited in the post office 
on 


time, in a properly stamped, prop- 
erly addressed envelope. A court 
held that no penalty for tardiness 
could be imposed. 


"This would not be the first 


time," observed the judge, "that a 
collector had lost a return." 


In another case, both the tax- 


payer and his attorney—the only 
other parly familiar with the sit- 
uation—were totally incapacitated 
by illness at lax time. Again: no 
penalty. 


But lesser excuses won't do. For 


example, prior illness, not inca- 
pacitating as of lax time, does 
not justify a late return. 


Nor does the mere fact that you 


don't happen to like the way the 
government is spending your 
money. Thus, penalties for tardi- 
ness were imposed on a business- 
man who resented Uncle Sam's 
"wasteful" habits, and on a min- 
ister who didn't want his money 
spent for war. 


Why 
is 
the 
government 
so 


strict? That question was raised by 
a man who blamed his tardiness 
on the fact that other expenses had 
left him short of money. The court 
gave him this reply: 


'True, such situations may re- 


quire sacrifice, but the government 
exists only by the sacrifice of its 
citizens. Taxes may seem oppres- 
sive, but taxes must be paid if 
governments are to endure."

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - As in 


all official biographies of movie 
satrs, Rock Hudson's does not 
include the year of his birth. 


He is quick to supply the in- 


formation: "I'm 40." 


Rock Hudson at 40 shows no 


signs of serious deterioration, 
physically or in his career. In 
fact, he appears spectacularly 
handsome, quietly self-assured. 


"I don't feel any different," 


he admitted. "I've been hearing 
for years that unusual things 
happen to you after you turn 40. 
Nothing like that has hit me yet. 
Ask me later. 


"Being 40 doesn't bother me. 


U doesn't seem any different 
from the 30s. and I enjoyed 
them immensely. I'd say the 30s 
were the best years, the teens 
next, and the 20s next. They've 
all been pretty good." 


Rock's life is changing, even 


if he doesn't feel it. The change 
is in his career status: his 
present film, "Tobruk," is the 
last under his contract to Uni- 
versal. 


It has been 18 years since Roy 


Fitzgerald of Winnetka, 111., ar- 
rived with the new name of 
Rock Hudson at Universal City 


"The first thing they wanted 


to do was change my name to 
Rock," he recalled. "I was put

More "cogent" (convincing) 


analysis, demanded Ross, the 
eloquent and usually plain-spo- 
ken former University of Cali- 
fornia professor. 


No more "timid locutions and 


turgid rhetoric' (timid phrases 
and purple prose), Ross plain- 
tively urged. 


Eight writers for the bureau 


will get four to six weeks of in- 
tensive teaching to help them 
better translate

nomic subjects into simpler lan- 
guage, Ross said. 


"If the experiment is success- 


ful, other groups of employes 
will have the

tunity," he added.

number of trained personnel in

McNamara said Thursday,

Cystic fibrosis is one of the 


so-called i n b o r n errors of 
metabolism. In the past it 
killed more children under 15 
years of age than rheumatic 
fever, d i a b e t e s and polio- 
myelitis combined. This grim 
picture is improving, thanks 
to earlier diagnosis and better 
treatment. 


Both men and women may 


be carriers of the gene that 
causes this d i s e a s e without 
having it themselves. Since it 
is a r e c e s s i v e gene both 
parents must carry it and 
even then the probability that 
any child they produce will 
have the disease is only 1 in 
4.

lacks c e r t a i n enzymes or 
hormones n e c e s s a r y for

sweat, 


mucous and digestive glands. 
Because the m u c u s in the 
lungs of a child with this 
disease 
is t h i c k e r 
than 


normal, the pulmonary secre- 
tions cannot drain properly 
and chronic lung disease is 
the rule. 


Because the pancreas fails 


to put o u t 
its digestive 


enzyme, f a t s are poorly di- 
gested. Malnutrition and diar- 
rhea are the result. Puberty 
is often delayed. The amount 
of salt in the sweat is greatly 
increased and this has been 
used as the easiest means of 
making the diagnosis.

ing m u c u s by having the 
victim inhale a mist contain- 
ing 
N-acetylcysteine. 
Anti- 


biotics are also helpful. 


In severe c a s e s this sub- 


stance can be used'to wash 


out the lungs but this is a 
heroic m e a s u r e that can 
usually be avoided by start- 
ing 
treatment 
before 
the 


disease has progressed so far 
as to make this necessary. 


Pancreatic e n z y m e s are 


now available to help prevent 
the marked loss of weight due 
to inability to digest fats. Be- 
cause i n f a n t s with cystic 
fibrosis have difficulty absorb- 
ing tocophcrol or vitamin E 
they must be given this vita- 
min in large amounts. 


Recent studies have also in- 


dicated b e n e f i c i a l results 
from a combination of sex 
hormones, using great care to 
adjust the d o s a g e to indi- 
vidual needs.

Reds Meet 
With Air of 
Uncertainty 


An AP News Analysis 
By WILLIAM L. Ryan 


AP Special Correspondent 
The Soviet Communist party's 


23rd congress opened today in 
what appears to be an atmos- 
phere of nervous uncertainty. 


There has been a suggestion 


in hte advance billing for this 
well-rehearsed a n d carefully 
staged Congress that the lead- 
ers have been worried about the 
extent to which the party may 
have been losing its grip at 
home and abroad. 


At home, public impatience 


with promises which have yet to 
bear abundant f r u i t seems 
matched by public apathy to- 
ward doctrinaire exhortations 
on such themes as sacrifice by 
the present generation in the 
name of "building communism" 
for a fu'ure one. Anathy can be 
just a step away from restless- 
ness. 


Abroad, the Krem'in no lonq- 


er can dictate to foreign parties 
in the manner of Stalin's re- 
gime. The split with Red China 
.has pried away some of the So- 
viet grip. As for its relations 
with Peking, the Soviet party at 
the moment seems to be at the 
point of waiting for the final 
divorce decree. 


Ten years after the dramatic 


20th congress at which Nikita 
Khrushchev flayed the wrath of 
S'alin, the party bureaucracy 
acts as if it were on the defen- 
sive an Old Guard stru"ol'T? In 
retain its position and privileges 
against insistent pressure from 
below for change. 


The Soviet party is not what it 


used to be. It has become big 
and unwieldy. It is no longer a 
particular distinction to be a 
member. There are 12 million of 
them now — one in every score 
or so persons in the U.S.S.R. 
The party is no longer the indis- 
pensable stepping stone to a 
successful career, although it 
st'll helps. 


Thus, some in the bureaucra- 


cy may hark back wistfully to 
the days of Stalin, when the par- 
ty's word was irrefutable law. 
Evidence of this is in frequent 
references to Stalin in pre-con- 
gress material disseminated by 
the Soviet party press. 


Pravda, for example, now 


finds that the term "period of 
the personality cult" was ac- 
tually "an erroneous and un- 
Marxist phrase," and that the 
criticism of that era has gone 
much too far.

CHICAGO (AP) - The four- 


day strike against eight major 
railroads put more than 200,000 
persons out of work or on part- 
t'me duty in 38 states, the car- 
riers report they lost an esti- 
mated $5 million daily and the 
''riking firemen lost $320,000 a 
day in wages. 


The strike by about 8000 


members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engi- 
neers began Thursday, delaying 
mail and stalling food and agri- 
cultural shipments in rail yards 
and sidings. It affected indus- 
try, transportation to and from 
work and shipment of freight 
before being called off Sunday 
night. 


The auto industry was the 


hardest hit, but the strike ended 
before the worst came. 


The Union Pacific Railroad, 


one of the struck carriers, esit- 
mated that 29,000 employes over 
its system were idled with loss 
of wages running at $744,000 a 
day and loss of $1.5 million a 
day in revenue.
